Leadership development for women is top priority

Kathy McDonald 
has a vision. As 
Associate Director of 
Women’s Programs 
_in the athletics depart- 
ment, she wants Con- 
cordia University to 
be a leader in Quebec 
and Canada in 
advancing women in 
sport. No one can 
deny that there is a 
great need. 


In their report on 
the status of women’s 
athletics in the Cana- 
dian Interuniversity 


METROPOLIS 


Athletic Union during 
1978 to 1982, the 
CIAU found that at 
every university, 
““men outnumbered 
women as athletes by 
aratio of 2.4 to 1.0; as 
head coaches, 3.7 to 
1.0; as administra- 
tors, 3.1 to 1.0; as 
voting delegates, 2.5 
to 1.0; as committee 
members, 2.0 to 
1.0.’ Although a de- 
cline of women ap- 
pointed as head coa- 
ches was reported, the 
number of men full- 
time and part-time 
coaches of women’s 
programs increased. 
In fact, 52% of the 
full-time and 72% of 
the part-time coa- 


ching positions in wo- , 


men’s sports were 
held by men. Finally, 
although women have 
found careers in in- 
creasing numbers in 
other traditionally 
male fields, they have 
lost ground relative to 


men as both coaches 
and administrators in 
the CIAU since 1978. 


Undoubtedly, none 
of this information is 
new to women in- 
volved in sports in 
Quebec who have ex- 
perienced it first 
hand. Indeed, this 
province was the 
worst in every categ- 
ory examined by the 
CIAU for sex discri- 
mination. 


Thus, Kathy and 
her staff have been 
working hard to im- 
prove the conditions 
for women in sport at 
Concordia. In this 
quest, they recently 
hosted the first 
women’s national 
soccer finals. Neil 
Turnbull, the 
women’s national 
soccer coach, was im- 
ported to run a clinic 
that same weekend to 
upgrade the coaching

The de- 
velopment of soccer 
for women in both the 
Canadian Soccer 
Association and the 
CIAU was also dis- 
cussed, and a national 
coaching committee 
was eStablished. 
Kathy _ believes 
strongly that clinics 
like these are vital if 
the level of coaching 
for women is to im- 
prove, and to encour- 
age more women to 
get involved as 
coaches. 


To increase the 


Opportunities for. 


women to compete at 
Concordia, volleyball 
has been added as a 
club sport. This then 
increases‘ to four the 
number of CIAU 
sports available to 
women on campus. In 
addition, women’s 
ice hockey may be- 
come a QUAA sport 


for the first time this 
year. Thus Concordia 
is taking its place in 


the province and_ 


country as a leader in 
women’s sports. This 
should be no suprise 
with Kathy McDo- 
nald at the helm. She 
has a long history of 
achievement in this 
area. 


In 1980.Kathy © 


helped start and was 
the first coordinator 
of WASA - Women 
Active in Sport Admi- 
nistration, a profes- 
sional network for 
Ontario women. At 
the federal level she 
helped found ‘‘Au 
Feminine: Sport and 
Fitness’’, an orga- 
nization established 
to act as advocates, 
and_ provide’ support 
and educational 
opportunities for 
women. 


During her four and 


a half year tenure as 
the manager of the 
Women’s Program of 
Fitness and Amateur 
Sport, she im- 
plemented the 
National Associations 
Contributions Prog- 
ram which gave 
money to various 
national sports groups 
to improve the status 
of women in their 
organizations. The 
Women in Sport 
Leadership Program 


was another of her 


successful projects 
establishing. in- 
ternships to train 
women for jobs in 
middle and upper 
management in sports 
and fitness agencies. 
She also had the 
Opportunity to de- 
velop liaisons with 
many different 
womens groups, con- 
tacts which prove in- 
valuable to Concordia 
students today. 


Kathy is a founding 
member of the Cana- 
dian Association for 
the Advancement of 
Women and Sport 
((CAAWS), and was a 
member of their 
tBoard of Directors. 
(During their recent 
(sixth Annual Confe- 
(rence: Legislating for 
Social Change, she 
‘was one of the major 
presentors introdu- 
cing a policy manual 
to help women across 
Canada _ initiate 
legislative change 
with regards to wo- 
men in sport. 


As one can see, 
Kathy McDonald has 
a long tradition, of 
working with women 
to improve their lot in 
sport, something, that 
was a long time in 
coming and badly 
needed at Concordia.

Glenn Sather, who 
has been a triple threat 
with Edmonton Oilers 
as coach-general 
manager-president, 
was what they call a 
“journeyman’’ play- 
er during his National 
Hockey League play- 
ing career. That is a 
euphemism for any- 
one with minimal ta- 
lent but maximum 
willingness to work. 

What is more signi- 
ficant concerning 
Sather’s playing ca- 
reer is that he spent 
this spare time stu- 
dying child psycho- 
logy. In itself, that 
opens some wonder- 
ful comedic possibili- 
ties given the general 
perception of the ave- 
rage professional at- 
hlete and his atti- 
tudes. 

Resisting impulse 
to follow that line, we 
come to the point of 
the new-breed of 
hockey coach, the so- 
called educated one. 
This is the breed gra- 
dually taking over the 
game and it would 
appear it is more than 
coincidental that even 
the most tradition 
bound old-timer 
admits the game, and 
its players, are taking 
on new dimensions of 
speed and skill. 

In a random aside 
to all of this, one only 
has to look at a Paul 
Arsenault and wonder 
when his turn will 
come. Paul has

coached more than 
500 winning hockey 
games and ranks No. 
2 in North American 
college hockey circles 
with that number. Is 
there, or will there be, 
a place for Paul Arse- 
nault in the NHL one 
dag 

It’s a pleasant pros- 
pect because here’s a 
man who has done it 
all. He was a standout 
as a player at Univer- 
sity of New 
Brunswick but wasn’t 


‘given a serious look 


by the NHL because 
(a) he was a “‘little’’ 
guy in the rough and 
tumble days of the six 
team pro league and 
(b) in that rough and 
tumble six-team 
league, colleges were 
about the last place ta- 
lent was hunted. 

There has been a 
tremendous evolution 
(some prefer to call it 
awakening) in pro 
hockey in this re- 
spect. Decades ago, 
there were the con- 
versation piece ex- 
ceptions. When Jack 
Gelineau came out of 
McGill and proved 
himself a great goal- 
tender with Boston, it 
was considered a 
fluke. 

In more recent 
times, Red Berenson 
got as much attention 
for the fact he was a 
university graduate as 
for his playing skills 
with several NHL 
teams - including the 
Canadiens. Even

more recently, goaler 
Ken Dryden was in 
the same situation. 

But then the trickle 
became a steady flow 
which must become a 
flood because (as pre- 
dicted by many peo- 
ple two decades ago) 
the American athletic 
factories are begin- 
ning to get into full 
production of hockey 
players, just as they 
spew out football and 
basketball talent with 
sheepskins. 

The combination of 
players who can read 
newspapers without 
moving their lips and 
a realization that the 
Soviets have become 
a hockey power - 
overnight, in terms of 
time - by studying and 
analysing the game, 
has created a gradual 
demand for a different 
type of coach. 

The old school 
coaching was in- 
timidation and some 
basic strategy. Espe- 
cially in the six team 
league, there were so 
many more players 
thant there were jobs, 
that the coach was 
lord and master. As 
for the art of teaching, 
it is hard to believe 
but, until the Soviets 
physically “‘created’’ 
a Vladislav Tretiak, 
nobody in North 
America was capable 
of coaching a goalten- 
der because nobody’ 
understood, or had 
studied, the position.

Where is everybody? 


The few who attend 
Stinger games always 
ask this question. 
They look around the 
empty arena, gym, 
football or soccer sta- 
dium and see nothing 
but vacant seats. And 
they come to the only 
logical conclusion 
that fits: Concordia 
students, some 
26,000 strong, don’t 
care about their 
teams. 


Less than 100 fans 
attend the hockey 
games despite win- 
ning squads. Soccer? 
A telephone booth 
holds more people 
than those who come 
out to see those 
matches. Basketball? 
Identical to the hock- 
ey numbers. Football 
you say? I attended 
two games this fall 
when less than 1,500 
showed up. Wrest- 
ling, skiing, vol- 
leyball and the like 
draw flies as well. 


This complete and 
utter lack of support 
that the student body 
gives to it’s repre- 
sentatives in inter- 
university athletics 
forces one to ask a 
basic question: 
Should Concordia do 
away with it’s elite 
teams and concentrate 
solely on mass parti- 
cipation events? Or, 
put another way, 
should money-tight 
Concordia have four 


full-time coaches, an 


administrative staff, 
public relations per- 
sonnel, and numerous 
part-time coaches to 
satisfy the needs of 
less than one percent 
of the student popula- 
tion, while spending 
the vast majority of 
the funds allocated to 
sports at the school? 


Less than one per- 
cent of the 26,000 full 
and part-time student 
body, and these few 
spend some 80 per- 


cent of the sport’s | 


money available at 


the university. The 


other 99 percent of the 
student population 


have to make do with - 


the rest for their in- 
tramurals, instruction 
and recreation activi- 
ties. 


In theory, a uni- 
versity elite team 
brings tremendous 
prestige and notoriety 
to the school. Sup- 
posely, the university 
name is constantly 
mentioned in the 
sport’s pages of the 
local press, the scores 
are pronounced by 
radio and television 
types during their 
broadcasts, and once 
in a while a feature 
will be done on one of 
the student athletes 
that brings honour to 
the whole student 
body. But has this 
occured at Con- 
cordia? 


TSN, Canada’s 
television sport’s net- 
work has broadcast 
football, basketball 
and hockey games 
from close to every 
campus in the nation 
but they will be get- 
ting out of university 
games. The reason is 
simple. There is no 
atmosphere; too many 
games beamed across 
the silver screen with 
no one in the stands. 
TSN is fed up. If the 
students fail to sup- 
port and encourage 
their teams, why 
should they? Their 
marketing surveys 
have demonstrated 
that university games 


fare badly when com- 
pared to Australian 
football and the Hulk 
Hogan wrestling 
circus. 


In the future, uni- 
versity championship 
matches in hockey 


and football will be 


purchased by the net- 
works. All other 
games will not be 
broadcast at all. Soc- 
cer, basketball, vol- 
leyball and the rest 
will be seen only by 
those in the stands. 
No women’s games 
will be shown regard- 
less of the sport. 


The sole ones to 
blame are the stu- 
dents. Where are they 
all on game day? Con- 
cordia faces an in- 
teresting future. 
Much has been said 
about remodelling the 
football field and 
bringing up the stands 
from Verdun. This is 
a great idea but are the 
stands needed? 
Couldn’t the money 
be better spent? If so 
few people come out 
to see the football and 
soccer teams play, 
why does Concordia 
require the elaborate 
stands? They don’t. 
The money can be 
given to upgrading 
the intramural, in- 
struction and recrea- 
tion programs at the 
school. 

The building cam- 
paign has raised more 
than $20 million. 
Another $5 million is 
being sought. How 
much of the money is 
earmarked for athle- 
tics? In typical 
fashion the school’s 
administrators con- 
tinually talk about the 
need for a new sport’s 
complex for Concor- 
dia but always duck 


the issue of when 
funding will be avail- 
One 


have to bite the bullet 
and announce a build- 
ing plan for athletics 
and sports. But before 
the school does that, 
the administrators 
will have to make a 
basic decision about 
the future of Concor- 
dia. That decision 
will revolved around 
the question of elite 
sports versus mass 
participation. If the 
scene at other 


Quebec-based univer- 
sities can be used as a 
guideline, intramu- 
rals will win out and 
the, elite inter 
university teams will 
be phased out. 


In Quebec today, 
there are but three 
university hockey 
teams on the men’s 
side. There are only 
three football teams. 
Basketball is the 
same. The University} 
of Montreal has been 
absent from the elite 
scene for a decade. 
Laval has dropped the 
expensive sports. The 
University of Quebec 
has very few elite 
teams. The situation 
is drastic. So pressed 
are Quebec-based 
teams that they were 
forced to join the 
Ontario leagues to 
survive. This fact 
alone has university 
people thinking more 
and more about mass 
participation. 


This could change. 
You could alter the 
thinking. You can dof 
so by attending the 
games. Your absence 
speaks volumns. No 
other surveys need be 
taken. 


The Concordia 
Men’s Soccer Stin- 
gers captured first 
place in the QUAA 
this season but failed 
to qualify for the 
National Cham- 
pionships when they 
were beaten in a 
shootout by McGill. 
The Stingers finished 
the regular season 
with 7 victories in 8 


tries losing only to 
McGill. In fact the 
Stingers and Redmen 
split 1-0 victories dur- 
ing the two regular 
season meetings with 
both wins going to the 
home side. 


However the Red- 
men put up a deter- 
mined effort in the 
final at Loyola hold- 


ing Concordia 1-1 
through 30 minutes of 
extra time before out- 
scoring the Stingers in 
the shootout. It was a 
tough way to lose for 
Andy Onarato’s club. 
The Stingers had 
plenty of opportuni- 
ties to put McGill 
away including a miss 
of an empty net from 
_20 feet away in the

Opening minute and a 
miss from a corner 30 
seconds from the end. 
As well the Redmen 
played the. final 10 
minutes with 10 play- 
ers following an ejec- 
tion.

Concordia Uni- 
versity hosted the first 
ever CIAU Women’s 
National Soccer 
Championships 
November 14-15. 
Semi-final games

Clarence Camp- 
bell, the long-time 
president of the NHL, 
recognized what. was 
happening in the 
game and often said 
the *‘Snowbank phi- 
losophy’’ had to 
change. Translated, 
snowbank philosophy 
meant learning at the 
rink. 

Much of the game 
is learning at the rink 
but it has become 
much more than that. 
Hockey has been 


forced to accept 
(again, due to the 


Soviet approach) that 
many scientific fac- 
tors can be applied to 
make the game and 
the athletes better. 
The coach who can 
appreciate this, and 
who has teaching 
skills; is essential to 
the modern game and 
the personalities and 
characters of those 
playing it. 

Of the old guard, a 
Scotty Bowman was 
an exception. Though 
lacking formal educa- 
tion, he had insatiable 
curiosity and was 
willing totry anything 
new to improve his 
team and the players. 


Intellectually, he 
grew with the times. 


Two weeks ago, 
Sir George Williams 
University grad, Ron 
Lapointe, was named 
head coach of the 
Quebec Nordiques. 
Lapointe was team 
captain from 1972- 
75; and help the 
S.G.W.Q. squad cap- 
ture two league titles. 
He assisted Paul Ar- 
senault behind the 
Stinger’s bench.in 
1983. 

More and more, the 
men behind the ben- 
ches are university 
educated and did their 
early coaching at that 
level - a la Jean Per- 
ron, with the Cana- 


diens. A Tom Watt, 
who was University 
of Toronto’s equiva- 
lent to Paul Arse- 
nault, had to be lured 
to the NHL. Now the 
numbers are growing 
and the latest genera- 
tion isn’t as reluctant 
as was Watt because 
the acceptance level is 
becoming increasing- 
ly high. 


All of which com- 
pletes the circle of 
how this piece 
started. At Concor- 
dia, a 500-game plus 
coaching winner. A 
man who knows the 
game and understands 
the athletes. When 
will Paul get his NHL 
opportunity ? 
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For head coach 
Skip Rochette and his 
young Stingers, the 
87 season can be 
viewed as both a 
learning experience 
and as an investment 
in the future. Evi- 
dence of the team’s 
youth and promise in- 
cludes a three point 
loss to the C.1.A.U. 
Vanier Cup cham- 
pions, the McGill 
Redmen, and a final 
game line-up that in- 
cluded 39 of 40 poten- 
tiel returnees for 
1988. 


Lhe Stingers 
finished the campaign 
in fifth place with a 
2-5 record.

QIFC at 1-6 and lost 
their lone pre-season 
encounter. ‘*Con- 
sidering our pre- 
season ranking I think 
you have to be 
pleased with our per- 
formance’’, says 
Stingers head coach 
Skip Rochette. “‘Af- 
ter all there are only 
23 university football 
teams in Canada. We 
were ranked 21 st. It 
is just too bad we 
didn’t make the play- 
offs. But we know 
we'll be there next 
year.’’. 


Season in 
retrospect 

The 1987 season 
opened on a positive 
note with an 18-7 win 
over non-conference 
rival York. A strong 
defensive effort char- 


acterized this opening 
game victory with the , 
Yeomen,-and their 
highly regarded quar- 
terback Adam Karl- 
sson being limited to 
140 yards total 
offense. The opening 
game of the regular 
season saw the Stin- 
gers travel to Kings- 
ton to meet traditional 
conference power- 
house Queen’s.. The 
Stingers played 
perhaps their finest 
game of the season in 
a determined 27-20 
victory over the Gol- 
den Gaels. Although 
the win was characte- 
rized by a tremendous 
team effort, this game 
also marked the em- 
ergence of quarter- 
back Ron Aboud as 
one of the top pivots 
in the CIAU.
